BRET ARTE IS 
DEAD IN LONDON 


- — 


Famous American Succumbs 
to Throat Trouble, 


DEATH WAS NOT EXPECTED 


ACHIEVED FAME BOTH AS LIT- 
TERATEUR AND DIPLOMAT. 


LONDON, May 6.—Bret Harte, noted 
American author, who resided in Great 
Britain since 1880, died last night. 

Mr. Harte expired suddenly at the Red 
House, Camberley, near Aldershot, from 
hemorrhage, caused by an affection of the 
throat. 

Most of his time was spent in the coun- 
try and when in London he was almost 
secluded, having few visitors to his rooms 
at Lancaster Gate and only going to the 
houses of a limited number of very intimate 
friends, 

Several months ago a false report of his 
death was circulated in America. 

Mr. Harte then appeared to be perfectly 
well. He laughed heartily and quoted Mark 
Twain's old saying about the report being 
greatly exaggerated. 

“Except ofr a little cold,”’ said Mr. Harte, 
“I have no ailments or complaints. While 
I am getting to be a pretty old man—point- 
ing to snow white hair—there is life in the 
old dog yet,’ and thereon he lit a cigar so 
large that it would have done credit to any 
of his Poker Flat friends. He was hoping, 
he also said, to do more work, but he con- 
fessed he was growing lazy. 

Francis Bret Harte, editor, litterateur and

THOMAS F. FAUNTLEROY HAS A

Wires Are Being Kept Hot Between 
Guadalajara and St. Louis— 
4% Future Plans Secret. 


Cireult Attorney Folk, when shown a

Not Permitted to Receive the 
French Cross. 


ROOSEVELT, IT IS SAID, FORBIDS 


FRANCE DESIRED TO HONOR TWO 
FAMOUS AMERICANS. 


Ambassador Cambon Was Instructed 
to See the President and Notify 
Him of the Wish of the 
French Republic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 6—The Washington 
correspondent of a New York paper asserts 
that President Roosevelt has intimated to 
the French government that he does not 
think it desirable for that government to 
confer the cross of the Legion of Honor 


upon Admiral Dewey and Lieutenant-Gen- 
era] lles. 

Notification that the cross would be con- 
ferred upon Admiral! Dewey and Lieuten- 
ant-Genera] Miles was taken to the White 
House by M. Cambon, the French ambas- 
sador. ‘rance desired to commemorate 
the ceremonies connected with the unveil- 
ing of the Rochambeau statue to occur 
here on May 24, and she believed it would 
be a graceful act of courtesy td select 
prominent Americans for membership of 
er Legion of Honor. 

It is said the President received the an- 
nouncement with surprise. So far as Ad- 
miral aye was concerned, he said, there 
would no objection, but it could not be 
thought of in the case of Gen. Miles. The 
President finally suggested to the ambas- 

sador that he be allowed a few days in 
which to consider the matter. 

President Roosevelt discussed the pro- 
rn with Secretary Root and Secretary 
jay and, it is said, conferred with severai 
senators in whoce judgment he has confi- 
dence. He came to the conclusion that it 
would be unwise to consent to the decora- 
tion of two officers whom he had repri- 
manded, and one of whom was upon terms 
of hostility with his administration—at 
least, this is the explanation of friends of 
at Miles and Admiral Dewey. 

When the ambassador next called at the 
White House he was informed the decision 
had been reached not to consent to con- 
ferring the honor upon either officer. 

According to the statement of the officer, 
the action of the President has caused 
much surprise and unfavorable comment. 
It is held that the wishes of France should 
have been complied with, and that Mr. 
Roosevelt has not only shown bad taste,

New York’s Archbishop Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia. 


RECOVERY SEEMED CERTAIN 


RECEIVED POPE’S CONGRATULA- 
TIONS ON THE LAST DAY. 


Vatican Rumors Indicated That a Car- 
dinalate Was Soon jo Be Given 
to Him, but Denial Was 
Made.

NEW YORK, May 6—Archbishop Cor- 
Tigan died last night of pneumonia, after an 
fllness lasting 10 days. 

Up to a few hours before his death, the 
belief was that he would recover. 
His strength failed suddenly, 

and he sank rapidly. 

During the day the archbishop received 
& message from the Vatican, containing the 
Pope's congratulation on his favorable con- 
dition and an expression of hope for his 


speedy recovery. 

Vicar-General Joseph F. Mooney will ad- 
minister the affairs of the diocese until 
Bishop Farley shall return from Europe. 
The Bishop will then take charge of them 
until the archbishop’s successor shall be 
named. 

Recently, it was rumored about the 
Vatican that Archbishop Corrigan was to 
receive a cardinalate at the May consistory, 
but thie was denied. 

Michael! Augustine Corrigan, successor of 
Cardinal McCloskey as head of the arch- 
Giacese of New York, was the youngest 
wearer of the purple when he was conse- 
crated Bishop of Newark in 1873. He was 
born in that city 62 years ago. At the 
wish of his mother he was sent to Bt. 
Mary's College at Wilmington, Del., then 
conducted by Vicar-General Reilly. From 
there he went to St. Mary's College at Em- 
mitsburg, Md., and at once took a leading 
place in his classes, in nis qu'on year he 
made a tour of Europe with his. sister, 
whose influence had much to do with his 
choice of the priesthood as a vocation. 

He was sraduated in 1859 and soon after 
he sailed for Europe again with the inten- 
tion of entering the Nerth American Col- 
lege at Rome to study for the prisethood. 
He was one of the 12 students who entered 
when the college was opened. His prog- 
ress was so rapid that as soon as the doors 
were thrown open he won a number of 
medals in competition, free to the students 
of the propaganda and the Irish and Greek 
colleges. He was ordained by Cardinal Pat- 
vizi in the Lateran Basilica on Sept. 
1863, a year before the _ close of 
theological studies In 1864 the 
of doctor of divinity was conferred upon 


im. 

a hen he returned to his native land a 
few months later Archbishop James Roose- 
velt Bayley, then bishop of Newark, ap- 
pointed him professor of dogmatic theology 
and sacred scripture at Seton Hall College. 
Soon after he was made vice-president of 
the college, and in 1868 he succeeded Bishop 
McQuaid as president. In March, i873, h 
was made bishop of Newark upon 

recommendation of Bishop Bayley, 

had been made archbishop and transferred 
to the see of Baltimore. 

In September, 1880. Pope Leo elevated 
Rishop Corrigan to the office of coadjutor 
archbishop of the archdloceee of New York, 
with the right of succession in the archi- 
episcopate to Cardinal McCloskey. Upon 
the death of the latter prelate In 1886 Dr. 
Corngan war installed erchbishop. 

The most stirring events in his career 
have had to do with the campaign he in- 
stituted against the Antipoverty lety, in 
which the late Dr. McGlynn, then pastor of 
St. Stephen's, in East Twenty-elghth street, 
was a conspicuous figure. Dr. McGlynn 
was finally deprived of his priestly func- 
tions, and Rev. Dr. Richard Lalor Burtsell, 
who acted as his ecclesiastical attorney, 
was sent to Kingston. The agitation, while 
it lasted. was acute and the vast parish of 
St. Stephen's was disrupted. But Dr. Mc- 
Giynn acknowledged his faults in the end 
and was restored to the priesthood. When 
he died a few years ago he was the pastor 
of a church in Newburgh. Dr. Burtsell is 
etill in Kingston, but he was recently re- 
stored to full favor by the archbishop and 
is now the archbishop’s persona! represent- 
ative in the immediate neighborhood of his 
parish. 

Dr. Corrigan was accounted one of the 
most learned prelates of the church in this 
country. Under his administration the dio- 
cese has grown tremendously in influence 
and importance.

“The Spaniards always contended that 
the magazine of the vessel exploded from 
some accidental cause and that the iron 
structure of the vessel would be found to 
be twisted outward, caused by the inside 
exploding force.

“It is expected that the government has 
a guiet knowledge of these facts, and 
rather than be placed in the humilidting 
position before the world of having begun 
a war without cause, the Maine will be 
permitted to remain at the bottom of Hav- 
ana bay.”

First Actinolite for Treatment of Can- 
cers and Tubercular Diseases In- 
stalled in New York. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—In one of the apart- 
ments of the lower hospital there h just 
been installed an expensive electrical appa- 
ratus, Which resembies a powerful search- 
light of a man-of-war. 

It is known as an actinolite and is said 
to be the first complete instrument of its 
kind permanently set up in an American 
hospital, It is hoped to make a practical 
and thorough test of theory now widely 
accepted by scientists that powerfully con- 
centrated chemical! or actinic rays of vioiet 
colored light possess distinctly curative 
properties in cases of cancer, tuberculosis

‘of the hip. During the exposure to the 
chemical rays of light the subject reclined 
upon a sort of divan not unlike an operat- 
ing table and the diseased tissues were ex- 
posed to the rays directly focused upon 
them and cuncentrated by means of a pow- 
erful lens. 

It is, of course, too early to predict re- 
sults In the case.

The hearing before the Supreme Court of Missouri In the pro- 
ceedings instituted by Attorney-General Crow offers an oppor- 
tunity to all cattle growers and dealers and butchers to give in- 
formation of facts in their possession bearing upon the question 
of the existence of the beef trust. 

It is to be hoped that this opportunity will not be neglected. 
Bubsequent proceedings under the law will depend upon the 
evidence brought out at this hearing. The evidence may also, 
in large measure, determine the enforcement of the interstate 
commerce act. If it can be shown that there is a meat com- 
bine operating in Missouri this evidence may be of great value 
in the federa! case.

The report of the House naval committee, accompanying the 
naval appropriation bill, gives the naval program ‘or 1908. 

The total number of vessels in the navy built and building is 
138. the cost of which. is $235,082,209. 

Provision has been made for two first-class battleships of the 
highest type, having a displacement of 16,000 tons. Exclusive 
of armor and armament, the cost of these will be $4,212,000 each. 
Two first-class armored cruisers of 14,500 tons, costing $4,669,000 
each, and two 1000-ton gunboats, costing $3,802,000, complete the 
heavy additions to be begun during the coming year. The total 
cost, inc!uding armor and guns, will approximate $29,500,000. 

The bill contemplates an increase of the enlisted force by 3000 
men and an increase in the number of cadets at the naval 
academy to 509. 

An important provision in this bill is that the secretary of 
the navy may, in his discretion, build all the new ships in govern- 
ment yards, but it is mandatory upon him to build at least one 
battieship or one armored cruiser in such yard, and he must 
keep an accurate account, so that the cost of government work 
may be compared to that done by private contractors.

Following is a communication from Hertz, 
in which he repudiates sending a telegram 
* McKenna acknowledging Attell cham- 
ion: 

o the Sporting Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Dear Suir: have read in the St. Louis 
papers that I telegraphed Jack McKenna 
to the effect that Yanger would never again 
do 122 pounds; that he had outgrown the 
featherweight limit, and that, in my opin- 
ion, Abe Attell was the featherweight 
champion. If Mr. MeKenna, or anyone elise, 
has informed you to this effect they are 
prevaricators. I never sent a telegram of 
this kind, nor did I ever say that Yanger 
would not do 122 pounds again. Let some 
aspiring featherweight pop up who wants 
to fight at 122, and then I will demonstrate 
whether Yanger will do this again or not. 
That he will never do it again for Attell, 
or any other man whom he has béaten, is 
a certainty. 

Doing weight is anything but a picnic, 
and I want Yanger to derive some benefit 
when he. reduces himself to such a low 
pitch. He can derive no benefit by licking 
Attell again. He licked him once, as he 
‘has licked every man he has ever fought, 
and if Mr. McKenna can derive wy! bene- 
fit from lying and throwing mud, let him 
do it.
